Aiw to Tur Famities or VoLUNTERRS. 
The following rules of construction of cer- 
tain statutes relating to aid furnished to the 
families of volunteers, have been adopted by 
the Auditor of the Commonwealth: 

Ist. The law of 1861, chapter 222, and the 
law of 1862, chapter 66, are not to be under- 
stood to furnish aid in the natore of a bounty 
to the volunteer, but only as “aid to the fam- 
ilies of volunteers” when there 1s a necessity 
for it. These Acts only authorize relief for 
present want and therefore do not apply to 
past time. ‘The State will only reimburse for 
relief of want now existing, and cannot allow 
for a necessity that has already past. 

2d. Aid to families of volunteers in regi- 
ments of other States, will be reimbursed 
from the State treasury: provided, satisfac- 
tory evidence is furnished the Auditor, that
